NEW SOURCES OF 
POWER. 


GREAT SCOTTISH 
SCHEME, 


SHANNON ENTERPRISE 
SURPASSED. 


A sum of £27,006,000 has been 
spent by the Central Electricity 
Board on the nationnl power 
seheme during the present oar 
alone, The South of . Scotland 
seheme, which jis to be put into 
immediate operation, will cost oa 
further £34,168,234, ; 

Thus the day ia brought-one atep 
nearer when electricity will be 
universal in Great Britain, 

The new aren to be aupplied con- 
nists of 4,308 square miles. It is 
the ninth of the ten schemes design- 
ed under the Electricity Supply 
Act of 1926, and it is ‘now only a 
matter of time until the North of 
Scotland, the last aren remaining 

‘side the scope of present ac- 
Livity, is also brought within the 
sphere of the national supply. ; 

The present scheme will take 
nbout five yenrs to complete, but its 
benefits will be felt within three 
years, At the end of that time 
Jarge areas where electrivity is now 
entirely unknown will have a con- 
stant supply. 

Most remarkable of all the note- 
worthy features of the South of 
Scotland scheme is, the Galloway 
Water scheme, which will) be the 
largest hydro-electric undertaking 
in Great Britain. The total 
eapacity of the four  yenerating 
stations involved will be 102,000 
kilowatts... representing. 104,000 
horse power, ‘It will be larger by 
about 27,000 kilowatts than the 
famous Shunnon scheme. It will 
therefore, be by far the largest 
euarnelne of its kind in the’ British 
Isles. ;

Linking Up Supplies, 


An example of the scope of the 
new undertaking is provided by the 
county of Dumfries. In that area 
at present only two towns are pro- 
vided with electric Wght—Dumfries 
and Sanquhar.

*. WINE AND ‘TOBACCO. 


Li Koi, the mistress of trading 
Junk No. T 169 H, was charged, bo- 
fore Mr. Fraser, at the Kowloon 
Magistracy ‘yesterday afternoon, 
with being in possession ‘of 16 
-galons of dutiable liquor and 24 
pounds of dutiable tobucco .on 
board her junk on September 1. 

Revenue Officer Humphreys, 
who prosccuted, stated that when 
ho was on duty on the evening of 
September 1, he saw defendant's 
junk ontering the Central Fairway 
from Greon Islnnd. He made for 
the craft and when he waa appron- 
ching, the people on bourd were 
seen to smash some jars and throw 
thom overbonrd. He boarded the 
junk and discovered 16 gallons of 
wine and 242 pounda of tobacco, 
on which duty hud not been paid. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Leo 
D'Almada, Sr. who defended, 
Revenue Officer Humphreys ad- 
mitted that defendant had had 
no opportunity to pay duty on the 
Nquor and tobacco, 

Mr. D'Almada, claimed that the 
wine and tobacco were solely for 
the use of the crew dnd denied 
unlawful possersion. If hia client 

-was convicted of unlawful pusacs- 
sion on the evidence given by the 
prosecution, he argued, then every 
shipmaster arriving in the Colony 
waa.

ANOTHER EFFORT: 


‘London, Sept. 14. 

The King has sent his con- 
gratulations to Squadron Leader 
Orlebar, Filght Lieutenant 
Boothman,. Flight Lieutenant 
Stainforth and all the officers 
and men of the High Speed 
Flight, on their victory in yes- 
terday’s Schneider Trophy con- 


The Royal Aero Club to-day issu- 
ed the official speeds of Licut. 
Stainforth’s attempt on the inter- 
natlonal three-kilometre record, 
which differ somewhat from the 
figures announced immediately 
after the event which were based 
on stop watch readings. 


Tho speeds'as measured by the 
Automatic Timing Device required 
by international regulations show 
that Stainforth’ accomplished a 
mean speed for four runs of 379.05 
miles an hour or 610.01 kilometres 
an hour, ‘The new record, there- 
fore, is slightly. more than twenty- 
one milea an hour greater than 
the record af 357.7 miles an hour
